The targets for cotton and woollen and worsted 
goods have therefore been sharply increased, but the 
rise of nearly £3 million in the target rates for these 
two groups together only partly compensates for the 
lowering of the engineering targets. 

In some cases the saturation of oversea markets 
will prevent as large a volume of our exports being 
absorbed as was envisaged in September and the 
targets have been reduced. Fortunately, this at 
present only affects a few minor products, but it may 
extend to others later. 

In recent months many consumer goods industries 
have also been hampered in their efforts to export 
by the imposition of import restrictions by oversea 
countries. The position has, however, 
recently improved as a result of the 
conclusion of commercial agreements 
with many of the countries concerned, whereby they 
have agreed to accept limited quantities of our less 
essential goods. The targets have in general not been 
altered to take account of these restrictions and it is 
hoped that the industries affected will be able to 
achieve the level of the September targets. 

It will be seen that the actual sum of the end-1948 
targets gives a volume equal to 154 per cent. of the 
1938 quantity. But some allowance must be made 
for the possibility that shortfalls in some industries 
will not be balanced by surpluses in others and the 
revised target is expressed as 150 per cent. of the 1938 
volume. In September, the calculated figure of 
164 per cent. was expressed as a volume of exports 
equal to 160 per cent. of 1938. 

The new targets are presented rather differently 
from the earlier ones in that they are expressed in 
terms of values at the target date instead of being 
valued at the prices ruling in the fourth quarter of 
1946. This makes it possible to see the estimated 
values of the exports that will be required and to 
compare achievement more readily with the 
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targets. As it is impracticable to forecast accurately the 
movement in export prices for individual products in 
1948, the selection of a price level for the end of the year 
has necessarily been arbitrary. It has been assumed that 
the rise in export prices in 1948 will be 5 per cent. This is 
slightly less than had been assumed in the Economic 
Survey, as the latest information shows that the rise in 
export prices has recently slackened. The assumed increase 
has been applied equally to all the targets, which have, of 
course, also been adjusted to take account of actual price 
movements in 1947. The original targets have also been 
re-valued on the same basis so that industries can make a 
direct comparison between the September and the new 
targets. It should, however, be emphasized that the 
targets are measured by the percentage increases in volume 
on 1938 and that the estimates of value are given for 
convenience only. If there is any serious disparity, it is 
the percentage increases and not the estimates of value 
that should be taken. 

It is hoped to include a short report on performance 
against targets during the first quarter of the year, on a 
volume basis, in the regular quarterly article on the volume 
of oversea trade which willbe published early in May. It 
is also hoped to publish each quarter details of the value 
of exports of every item in the target list, supplementing 
this in the intervening months with tables showing the 
progress mad? in exports of the more important commo- 
dities. 

The headings in the schedule are in general based on 
those used in the Trade and Navigation Accounts, and as 
far as practicable have been grouped to conform with the 
products manufactured by individual industries. This is 
not, however, always possible and some industries may 
find that no specific provision has been made for them. 
In many instances these industries will have already been 
in touch with the appropriate Production Department and 
agreed export targets with them. Some industries making 
components which are used by a wide range of other indus- 
tries (e.g., ball bearings, precision chain, etc.) have not been 
given export targets. These industries make their most 
valuable contribution if they supply other export 
industries and confine direct exports to meeting main- 
tenance and other special demands. If, however. any 
industry is still in doubt as to the level of exports expected 
of it, it is suggested that the Trade Association should 
contact the Department concerned.

The expansion called for in the textile groups will 
demand a very considerable effort. The wool industry and 
the clothing industry are both called upon to increase 
their exports by three-quarters and the increase aimed at 
for cotton and miscellaneous textile exports amounts to 
50 per cent. The increase required in rayon and silk exports 
is only slightly less. 


Announcing the figures at a Press Conference in London, 
the President mentioned that the whole of the increase 
in the target for wool textiles was concentrated on wool 
tops and wool yarns owing to the difficulty in selling 
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woollen piece-goods in some areas. These difficult, 
were due principally to import restrictions, and to gop, 
extent to declining demand. 

It might be thought that some industries had already 
achieved their targets. Shipbuilding was an examp; 
but in this industry there were violent fluctuations jj 
it could not be expected that the high figures for Janu, 
and February would be maintained. Similarly, the hig 
exports of non-ferrous metals for January and Febryy ; 
were due to fortuitous factors. 

The President mentioned that exports to th 
dollar areas were still a long way from requiremenk 
although they were at present running slightly highy 
than was expected, particularly to the United States,

New Ceiling Prices for 
Utility Outerwear 


EW Manufacturers’ Orders will shortly be issued to 

cover garments made from Utility wool cloths 

marked ‘‘/1” and ‘‘ /2”’, which were introduced 
st December. At the same time the ceiling prices of some 
items of women’s, maids’, infants’ and girls’ heavy outer- 
wear will be increased by 24 per cent. because of the wage 
increase that was agreed in January and of other increases 
in costs, but no further allowances in ceiling prices for 

ents made from subsidized wool cloths will be granted 
in respect of the 10 per cent. to 124 per cent. increase in 
[tility wool cloth prices of last August. 

As has already been announced, the removal of the 
absidy on Utility wool apparel cloths began on March 1, 
148. The complete removal of the subsidy means an 
inrease of rather more than 40 per cent. in the average 
gst of the Utility wool cloths specified for the manufacture 
of women’s, maids’, infants’ and girls’ Utility outerwear. 

In order to assist clothing manufacturers in planning 
their future production the Board of Trade now announce 
that there will be an increase of 15 per cent. in the ceiling 
prices on sale to retailer for women’s, maids’, infants’ and 
gtls’ outerwear made from Utility wool cloth (other than 
937, which has never been subsidized), and that the 
inreased ceiling prices will come into force early in June. 
The ceiling prices for outerwear made of wool cloths other 
than 237 in the women’s outerwear Directions on sale to 
aretail customer will be increased by 11 per cent., and the 
willing prices for such garments in the infants’ and girls’ 
Xhedules on sale to wholesalers will be increased by 16 per 
cent. 

When the new ceiling prices are introduced in June 
arangements will be made for the garments whose ceiling 
prices have been increased by 15 per cent. to be marked 
with the letter ‘‘ X”’. When the necessary adjustments 
have been made in the percentage margins for distributors 
the increase in ceiliig prices to the public will be less than 
lb per cent., which is itself considerably lower than somé 
of the figures that have been mentioned recently in the 
press and which were entirely without foundation. 





Coupon Rates for Boys’ and 
Girls’ Wear 


[The Board of Trade announce that they are amending 
the Consumer Rationing Consolidation Order 1947 to pro- 
vide a new description of goods which are supplied at the

Industrial Coal Allocations 
For Summer of 1948 


HE Government’s scheme for the allocation of coal 

supplies to industrial ‘‘A’’ consumers (i.e. those using 

more than 260 tons of solid fuel a year) during the 
period May 3—October 30, 1948, was announced by the 
Minister of Fuel and Power on February 26, 1948. 





The paramount need this summer is to make as much 
coal as possible available for export without restricting 
home industrial activity. The summer allocations scheme 
has therefore been framed on the basis of meeting con- 
sumption requirements in full and providing an adequate, 
but no more than adequate, stock for next winter. At the 
same time it gives recognition to the fuel savings made by 
firms this winter and provides an incentive to further 
economy during the summer. 


During the past winter allocations were based on the 
assumption that industrial coal stocks could be allowed to 
fall to two weeks’ supply on average by the end of the 
winter, but many firms will have more than this level, 
while others will have less. Both types of case are provided 
for in the scheme. The normal stock target for the end of 
the summer has been set at four winter weeks’ supply. 
Where, therefore, firms have two weeks’ stock at the end 
of the winter, their summer allocations will provide for 
their consumption requirements during the summer 
together with a further two weeks’ stock. Firms with less 
than two weeks’ at the end of the winter will have their 
stocks built up to four weeks by the end of the summer. 
Firms with three weeks or more at the end of the winter 
will be allowed a bonus of an extra week’s stock and will 
thus be programmed for five weeks’ stock by the end of 
the summer. Stocks held at the end of the current winter 
in excess of three weeks will be taken into account in com- 
puting summer allocations. 


The arrangements will therefore operate as follows :— 
Firms with 0 weeks’ stock will receive requirements +4 weeks’ stock

Economy Savings 


In order to encourage fuel economy, firms which are able 
by genuine economies to accumulate higher stocks during 
the summer will be allowed to build up six weeks’ stock, 
but any excess over six weeks held at the end of the summer 
will be taken into account in computing those firms’ 
allocations for next winter. 


The scheme thus provides for a normal minimum of four 
weeks and a maximum of six weeks’ stock at the end of 
October. The allocations will, as usual, be computed to 
allow for interruptions in deliveries through colliery holidays. 


Last summer, both stocks and current deliveries of 
unrationed fuels were disregarded in fixing allocations and 
this arrangement will continue during the coming summer. 


Industrial firms classified as ‘A’? consumers will be 
notified of their summer allocations by the Programming 
Authorities of the National Coal Board during the second 
half of April. As under the current scheme, any appeals 
against allocations should be addressed to the Regional 
Controller of the firm’s parent Government Department 
and complaints as to under-deliveries first to the Distributor, 
and, if unsuccessful, to the Programming Authority issuing 
the notice. The Programming Authorities, however, will 
conduct four weekly reviews of the programme during its 
operation to ensure as far as possible that allocations are 
kept in line with requirements and that deliveries over a 
period approximate as closely as possible to allocations. 


The arrangements outlined above will not apply to the 
Iron and Steel Industry, which as during the winter, will 
be treated separately for allocation purposes. 
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President’s Talk to Cinema Technicians 
on U.S. Film Agreement 


HE setting up by the Government of a special com- 

mittee to enquire into the desirability or otherwise of 

holding a certain amount of Government-owned or 
centrally owned film studio space for the use of independent 
producers was one of the subjects dealt with by the President 
of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, when he spoke at 
the annual meeting of the Association of Cinematograph 
Technicians in London on Sunday. The President said 
that he hoped to have an early opportunity of meeting 
everyone else concerned in the industry. 

The British film-producing industry had been going 
through a period of great unsettlement and difficulty in the 
past few months, the President said. Throughout its 
history the industry had had more than its share of alternat- 
ing ups and downs and more than its share of unsettlement 
—unsettlement arising from war, from enemy attack, from 
war damage and from post-war difficulties. 

The suggestion had been made that the special difficulties 
through which the industry was passing to-day were due 
to the recent Agreement on the removal of the ad valorem 
duty and the removal by the American producers of their 
boycott on the shipment of films to Britain. There had 
been considerable criticism of that Agreement. But since 
some of that criticism had been singularly uninformed and 
misleading—a considerable amount of it political in origin— 
and since there was some feeling that with the signing of 
the Agreement there was no longer the same urgency about 
the need for maximum British film production, the President 
said he welcomed the opportunity of saying a little about the 
Agreement and its effect on British film production, and to 
repeat in the clearest terms the Government’s view that 
they wanted to see an all-out drive for full production in the 
British studios. 


An Emergency Measure 


The President recalled that the ad valorem duty on im- 
ported films coming into this country from any oversea 
country was imposed as one of the emergency measures 
taken last summer to safeguard the United Kingdom balance 
of payments position and the heavy drain on gold and dollar 
reserves. It was not at that time envisaged that this duty, 
representing 75 per cent. of the exploitation value of the 
films, should be a lasting measure. It was never imposed 
with any idea of conferring additional protection on the 
British film industry over and above that provided by the 
quota and it was made clear at the outset that Britain would 
be very willing to replace it by some other arrangement 
which would yield an equivalent saving of dollars. It was 
met, however, by an immediate boycott on the part of the 
American Motion Picture Industry, and a deadlock ensued 
lasting several months until the Agreement was signed. 

The President reminded his audience of the position 
reached before the signing of the Agreement, and pointed 
out the effect of the long deadlock on some of the difficulties 
which the British film-producing industry were feeling all 
too keenly at this present time. In the early weeks of this 
year the position was that this country was still losing 
dollars on account of film earnings to the tune of about 
50 million dollars a year, i.e., practically one million dollars 
a week. These were not being paid out on new films because 
new films were not coming into the country; they were 
being paid out in the form of earnings on films already in this 
country—including re-issues—which were still attracting 
cinemagoers in numbers not yet substantially less than the 
audiences for new films. Whereas if the tax had operated 
and there had been no boycott we should have expected a 
dollar drain of about 17 million dollars a year, and at the 
same time this country would have had the advantage of 
having new American and a few new Continental films ; 
the payment was actually not 17, but 50 million dollars 
for the privilege of seeing ‘‘ Hellzapoppin ”’ for the third 
time, and ‘‘ Ben Hur” for the twenty-third. 


Cinemas Might Have Closed 


That was the first point then, the fact that at this 
critical time in the balance of payments position, the United 
Kingdom was suffering a continuing drain on its gold and 
dollar reserves to the tune of 50 million dollars. The 
President said he wished to make it plain that there was no 
way of stopping that drain except by closing the cinemas. 
It was impossible to apply the ad valorem films duty or to 





devise any other new form of tax capable of dealing with the 
earnings on re-issues. A tax on internal earnings as opposej 
to a duty paid at the port of entry would have had to bey 
just as much on British films, and this would have meant 
disaster for the British producing industry. 

The Government might, of course, have compulsorily 
closed a high proportion of the cinemas. If that had 
become absolutely necessary the country would have had 
to face up to it. But it would have had a very serioy 
effect on the morale of our workers throughout the country 
and on industrial production throughout the country, 
He was not aware that those centres of opposition to the 
Agreement would have come out into the open and advocatej 
on behalf of whatever political parties they supported, the 
closure of a considerable proportion of the country’s 
cinemas as a matter of national policy. Had the Govem. 
ment in fact done so, he had no doubt that the opposition 
to such a move would have transcended even that on the 
basic petrol ration. In fact, in course of time, there was 
no doubt that the lack of desire on the part of cinema-goen 
to see re-issues of films they saw five or ten years ago 
would have led to the cinemas closing their doors one by 
one. But it would have taken a considerable time and until 
it finally occurred the country would have gone on suffering 
for 12 or 18 months or more a continuing drain of dollax 
amounting to at least some high proportion of the rate of 
50 millions a year, which it had been losing in the early 
months of this year. 

The prospect of dwindling cinema attendances and the 
growing danger of cinemas closing their doors on a consider 
able scale was having a most serious effect on film production 
by the British film industry. It would have seemed a 
matter of plain common sense that at such a time, when 
there was so great a need for home production, British 
studios should have been used to the full and that a great 
expansion in production should have been put in hand, 
But it was, in fact, the unsettlement caused by the dead- 
lock, the fact that cinemas might themselves shortly be 
closing down—combined with something of a financial 
crisis in the industry itself—that caused delays and diffi- 
culties in the preparation of new production programmes. 
For various accidental and unfortunate reasons certain 
individual studios were not being used, and last November 
both sides of the industry were called together to join with 
him in setting up a Film Production Council to keep under 
close national review the question of the utilization of all 
the studio capacity available in the country. 

Before dealing with. the present situation the President 
had a word or two about the Agreement itself. The most 
important thing it did was to reduce the dollar drain from 
50 million a year to 17 million; and this was a far more 
important gain than the additional fact that British cinema 
goers would now be seeing the new American films agaiD 
in this country. But also of very great importance—cer 
tainly from the point of view of the audience to whom he 
was speaking—was the fact that the unsettlement hanging 
over the industry caused by the fear of cinemas closing and 
the fear that there would be no outlet for British films had 
been removed. 


Present Situation 


Apart from the financial problems of the industry, 
difficulties arose not from the recent Agreement ; they wert 
in fact, a hangover from the period of unsettlement which 
it was hoped would now be brought speedily to an end a8 
a result of the Agreement. And there was nothing in the 
signing of the Agreement which in any way diminished the 
need for production of British films. British films, becaus 
of their quality, artistically and technically, had a very 
special appeal for British people and the President believed 
that if a free choice and a free supply of films from 
countries were available, British cinema-goers woul 
choose a much higher proportion of British films than they 
had been seeing in the last three or four years. And so fat 
as the quota was concerned he had given a repeated assur 
ance, and he repeated it now, that the quota would be 
fixed at such a level as to provide a full outlet for the whole 
production of British films of satisfactory quality, and 
that they contemplated a rising quota over the ten-yeél 
period of the new Act keeping step with the progressive 
increase it was hoped to see in the production of British 
films. The signing of the Agreement, therefore, by removilé 
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many of the difficulties in the industry sounded the “‘ all- 
dear” for full production. And there was nothing on either 
the payment side or the quota side to stand in the way of 
full production. ; 

The President went on to deal with the view which had 
been taken—and he could understand the concern about 
this point—that the considerable quantities of frozen 
American film earnings would provide a standing danger 
to the interests of British film production, using British film 
production in this case to mean the production undertaken 
py native British companies in this country and not by the 
British subsidiaries of American companies. 

In this connection he wished to emphasize that the 
Agreement provided explicitly that any expenditures of 
uremittable sterling for film production whether in this 
country or elsewhere should not be such as to go beyond the 
limits of fair competition or be otherwise harmful to the 
legitimate interests of the British film industry. 

This principle was, of course, of fundamental importance 
in relation to the worries that had been expressed about 
production. Although one of the schedules to the Agreement 
contained a full and comprehensive list of legitimate expen- 
diture within the film sphere on which blocked earnings 
could be spent, the whole programme would be subject to 
upervision in a general way by the Control Committee 
which was to be set up representing the British Government 
and the American Motion Picture Industry. Through the 
yarious consultative bodies which had been established, 
particularly the National Film Joint Production Council, of 
which he himself was chairman, the President hoped to 
keep in the closest touch with the industry and with each 
of the constituent organizations within the industry in 
order to hear their views on the way in which the Agreement 
was working out and to be able to provide full consultation 
with the industry and its various sections on any of the 
questions involved. 


Spending the Balance 


In the negotiations which led to the Agreement the 
President said he made it clear to the Americans that, 
although there was no discrimination against American 
producers in this country, there could certainly be no 
question of any permitted expenditure by American com- 
panies of a kind which would involve discrimination against 
British interests. In particular, much as the American 
companies might wish, for instance, to build new studios or 
expand existing ones, there could be no question of their 
teeiving any more favourable treatment in this matter 
than our own industry : in the granting of licences for such 
puposes the overriding factor, of course, would be the 
manpower and materials situation. 

Similarly, the President thought it was clear that in 
default of special circumstances the use of blocked money 
acquire existing studios from their British owners 
would have to be regarded as detrimental to the interests 
of the British film industry. 

At the same time it must be remembered that the 
Agreement involved the retention in this country of a very 
lage proportion of the money earned here by American 
films. The most obvious way for them to dispose of this 
money was in their own business of film production, and 
incommon fairness the Government must be prepared to see 
that they have reasonable facilities for doing this, always 
subject to the overriding principles referred to. 

The President referred then to the part of the Agreement 
Which provided that the American companies should be 
free to spend their blocked sterling on acquiring the exhibi- 
tion rights of British films in the United States and should 
have the full use of any dollars earned by such films in the 
tea. This had been criticized in certain quarters as 
throwing away an enormous dollar revenue which British 
lms were capable of earning in the United States and 
‘sociated territories. But facts must be faced on this 
question. The earnings of British films in the United States 

so far risen to nothing like the figures it was hoped. 
last year, for instance, the net earnings were only about 
‘million dollars—and most of that was invested locally in 
he way or another, so that only about one million dollars 
Were eventually remitted in cash. But certainly in spite of 
the high quality of British films and the great appeal which 
‘me of the best had undoubtedly had in the larger American 
tities, it could hardly be said that over the country as a 
Whole an effective foothold had been secured and con- 





wlidated for them. A beach-head had certainly been gained, 
ut not very much more than that. 

But the fact that the American Motion Picture Industry 
‘ould now earn additional dollars over and above the 
million they could take out from this country by pushing 
Ntish films in the American market ought to provide a 
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real incentive and a real prospect for an active job of pushing 
those films over there. To push them would involve a 
heavy capital expenditure as well as distribution costs, 
and there was some satisfaction in feeling that that expendi- 
ture would—in dollars—still fall on the American Motion 
Picture Industry, and that they would have every incentive 
toundertakeit. Andifthis led, as it should, to a considerable 
expansion in the showing of British films in the United 
States this would be a very important thing both for the 
long-term balance of payments and for the prospects of 
the British film production industry. There had been some 
criticism in certain places based on the suggestion that 
British film earnings in the United States might still 
increase during the period of the Agreement to perhaps 
25 or 30 million dollars, and that the Government had given 
this away. But in the atmosphere which a prolonged dead- 
lock would have engendered, the earnings of British films 
in America—so far from increasing—would have been 
likely to diminish; probably, in fact, to disappear. 

The failure to use studio space to the full had been due 
to a number of other causes besides the unsettlement 
caused during the period when the import duty and boycott 
were in force. In particular, there had been one or two 
unfortunate cases where plans had been made on the 
assumption that a particular film was going to be shot in a 
particular studio, and then for one trouble or another that 
film was not ready, or a decision was taken sometimes at 
the last minute not to proceed with it. That had been the 
position, of course, in one or two of the most recent cases. 





Financing Production 


Difficulties about financing film production had un- 
doubtedly played a serious part, and were playing a serious 
part, in the present state of the industry. The President 
recalled that he told the House of Commons on January 21 
that ‘‘ the Chancellor of the Exchequer and I are going 
into this question very carefully with all concerned to 
make sure that any deficiency that is found in the financial 
facilities available to the industry shall in one way or 
another be made good by the establishment of appropriate 
machinery.”’ At the same time he said then, and he was 
more than ever convinced now, that this problem of film 
finance was bristling with difficulties. Film finance in this 
country before the war was a chaotic and chancy business. 
The unsettlement through which certain producing units 
were now passing was a small thing compared with some 
of the unsettlement which members of his audience knew 
for these causes before the war. The latter war period and 
the period since the end of the war had indeed been one of 
steadiness in the matter of film production finance compared 
with some of the periods before the war. But finance for 
the independent producer was still a very real problem, 

The financing of film production was in many ways more 
difficult and speculative than the financing of industrial or 
even agricultural production. There were two main risks: 
first that, if things went wrong, the film could never be 
finished at all without spending far more money than the 
amount originally provided for in the budget ; second, that 
the film when produced would not be the box-office success 
its producers had hoped and might lose considerable sums of 
money. So the banks, or certain of them, who had been in 
this business had always made a practice of requiring 
acceptable guarantees of completion, and limiting their 
advances to whatever proportion of the budgeted cost had 
been underwritten by the distributor. The remainder—the 
‘* equity ’’ element in production—had to be found from the 
resources of the producer concerned or from one of those 
beneficent persons known in the industry as ‘‘ angels.” 
To rely on ‘‘ angels’’—in such ‘a matter at least—was 
obviously a somewhat chancy undertaking, and this had 
led to the demand from many quarters, including the 
Association of Cinematograph ‘Technicians, that the 
Government should set up a Films Bank or a Film Finance 
Corporation for this purpose. 

The Government had been going into this question. 
The President said he certainly had no political or other 
objections in his mind to setting up the kind of institution 
suggested, or to solving the problem on somewhat different 
lines if an alternative approach could be found. He was 
sure members of the Association would realize the difficulties. 
The Government certainly could not work on the basis of 
any provision of State money for such a purpose. Equally 
there should be no question of any subsidy being involved— 
least of all would the taxpayer be prepared to stand for any 
such subsidy with film costs at the excessive level they were 
to-day—and he did not think the production side of the 
industry had ever asked for a subsidy. What they were 
seeking was the provision not of an unearned subsidy, but 
of additional facilities to ensure that the industry had enough 
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working capital to cover the production programme we 
were expecting from it. But over the period—however 
the money was provided—costs must be covered by receipts. 
The banks were prepared to play their part to the full in 
lending the essential working capital to cover the customary 
proportion of budget cost in all reasonable cases, and there 
should be no hold-up on that account. The real difficulty 
lay in relation to the provision of guarantees of completion 
and finding the equity capital on a self-liquidating basis. 

There were a lot of difficulties still ahead, but it was 
hoped in the near future to make the necessary arrangements 
to ensure that, while there was to be no provision for any 
financial subsidy, and while no provision could be made for 
the supply of capital for the purpose of testing whether 
Mr. ‘‘ X ’’ was or was not a genius, the provision of finance 
on reasonable terms to the qualified independent producer 
should not be allowed to stand in the way of maximum 
production. 

Requisitioning Powers 

The President said it had often been suggested that he 

should be prepared to use his requisitioning powers to 
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secure studio space for film production, particularly during 
the period of the boycott, when, to put it at its best, some 
of the American Companies in this country were a little 
backward in their film production programmes. He would 
not have hesitated then, nor would he at any other time, 
to use all the powers of requisitioning and of other kinds to 
ensure the maintenance of maximum production in this 
country. But that had not been the problem. It had beeng 
shortage of jobs to fill the existing studio space rather thap 
a shortage of studio space which latterly had been, and stjj 
was, our problem. This, as he had said, had been caused 
by the unsettlement and the recent financial difficultieg 
of certain sections of the industry. The use being made of 
the available stage-space was carefully reviewed at the 
recent first meeting of the National Film Production 
Council. In order to assure that no space would avoidably 
be unoccupied, similar reviews had been arranged at each of 
the Council’s future meetings. 

Referring to the setting up of the special committee of 
enquiry into the desirability or otherwise of holding a 
certain amount of Government-owned or centrally-owned 
studio space for the use of independent producers, the 
President said that though it might be that this question 
could best be dealt with in conjunction with the arrange. 
ments now being worked out on the financial side. More. 
over, he knew, that some of the problems, both of finance and 
of production, were related to other important questions 
on the side of distribution and exhibition. This was the 
case both with first features and also with the special 
problems of the short and documentary film producers, 
It was for this, and for other reasons, that he had decided 
that after the review of studio space and financial facilities, 
it was essential to have a full-dress enquiry into the dis 
tribution and exhibition side of the industry. This also 
it was hoped to get under way in the near future. 


Future of Industry 


One of the most urgent tasks facing the industry, if it 
was to be built up in such a way as to guarantee a reasonable 
livelihood to those engaged in it, to guarantee the continuing 
level in quantity and quality required to meet the needs of 
the cinema-goer, was to get production costs down toa 
reasonable basis so as to provide the best possible guarantee 
of financial soundness for the industry. Production costs 
were far too high. At the first meeting of the National Film 
Production Council it was decided to conduct a thorough 
examination of this question, and all the necessary figures, 
statistics and costs required were being obtained for this 
matter to be thoroughly examined. 

The industry’s own National Joint Production Committee 
likewise was playing its part in reviewing all questions 
affecting the studios’ technical efficiency. And the estab- 
lishment of joint production committees at the individual 
studios should be a further valuable means of bringing the 
industry up to a state of maximum efficiency, for the 
President did not believe that in this industry, any more 
than in any other, all knowledge of production and of 
individual jobs was confined to a single side of the industry. 

There would be plenty of things for these Committees, 
whether at the national or the studio level, to go into. 
For one thing, the level of charges in the industry, whether 
for stars, scripts or producers and others, certainly wanted 
looking at. There was no case for a Treasury subsidy to 
the industry, but some of the extremely high fees and 
salaries paid could only mean a subsidy from the industry 
to the Treasury, which the industry could ill afford. 

Again, the President said he was often told that the 
planning of production, not to mention the extravagance 
sometimes associated with individual costs, required 
considerable improvement. Equally, he would say that the 
whole question of restrictive practices, whether on one side 
of the industry or the other, required to be looked at. 
Necessary protection of individuals was essential, as 2 
every other industry, but protection of a kind which was 
associated with fear of unemployment and redundancy, 
and practices which added greatly to the time and money 
taken in film production, were things which should not 
survive the removal of the fear of unemployment and 
redundancy which with other methods it was hoped to 
achieve. 

The President gave the pledge that on all those matters 
which were within Government concern everything would 
be done to ensure full maintenance of full production and 
employment, and with this pledge and the measures which 
would be worked out between Government and industry 
to make it effective there should be a willingness on 
sides to drop anything which stood in the way of the fullest 
and quickest and cheapest production.

flowing their wedding last Easter. Appropriately, 
Mr. and Mrs. Brown were given the ‘‘ Freedom of the 


Fair.” 

Design Week—Wales was the first of three design weeks 
planned for this year. The other two will be for Lancashire 
from June 21 to the 26, and for the Midlands from October 11 
to the 16. There can be no doubt that Wales has set a 
precedent which will make the task of the Council of 
Industrial Design easier when it goes to Manchester and 
Birmingham. 

Design Weeks are sponsored by the Council of Industrial 
Design in association with the Federation of British 
Industries and the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce. Among other bodies which have co-operated in 
Wales are the civic and local education authorities, volun- 
tary bodies and associations, numerous firms and private 
individuals, the C.O.I. and the B.B.C. 


Design Fair the Focal Point 


Design Fair provided the focal point of Design Week— 
Wales, and the pattern will be followed for the other design 
weeks. Design Fair is a new travelling exhibition, which 
was shown to the public for the first time this week. It 
was designed by James Gardner, O.B.E., R.D.I., F.S.1.A., 
famous for his work in connection with the Britain Can Make 
Itand Enterprise Scotland Exhibitions, with the originality 
and high standard which have come to be expected from 
him. 

Design Fair is a thematic exhibition. Its purpose is not 
todisplay goods, but to illustrate an idea and to convey that 
idea forcibly to visitors. At the start the visitor sees.in 
plaster relief, the patrons of the arts of the past—the Church, 
the Aristocracy, Commerce. In answer to the question, 
“Who is the patron to-day ? ” the visitor looks through an 
opening, and sees himself reflected in a mirror. 

The whole aim of the Fair is to interest people in design. 
Each display makes an individual point about good design. 
One stand shows how materials affect shape. At another, 
the visitor turns a wheel, which brings into view lids, 
handles, spouts and the bodies of teapots floating in space 
and occasionally joining up to make a complete teapot. 
It is for the visitor to. spot the combinations which make 
up the four traditional shapes as originally designed. 


Atmosphere of the Fair 


Another stand illustrates that different purposes need 
different shapes. A collection of handles is shown on 
revolving panels. The visitor turns the panel to see a 
Photograph of the particular handle grasped by a charac- 
teristic hand. 

At the turn of a knob, the effect of different interior 
lighting can be seen on the colours of a wall, curtain and 
carpet. By turning a handle in another booth the visitor 
an see patterns change from carpets to pots, from pots to 
dresses and from dresses to carpets, to illustrate that 
arom patterns are or are not appropriate to different 
objects. 

Visitors are invited, by means of these handles and knobs 
ud wheels, to take an active part in the exhibition, and 
caing this week they eagerly joined in ‘‘ the fun of the 
alr,” 

“A fair is, after all,’”? as Mr. Gardner has said, ‘‘ the 
Popular British background for showing off our wares and 
demonst rating our ideas, and so the 24 stands which comprise 
Design Fair have been devised to recapture this atmosphere 
ofa fairground, with booths, stalls, peepshows and banners.” 
Painted murals, bright blues, yellows and purples, barley 
‘ugar twisted brass and copper rods add gaiety to the scene 
of Design Fair. 

€ response to the fourteen conferences arranged during 
the week for specialized audiences exceeded the Council’s 
first, estimates. Among the four conferences for indus- 
Malists, that for the clothing, textiles and accessories, held 
Tuesday, was perhaps the most publicized. As well as

speeches and discussion, it included a fashion parade at 
which some 40 garments were shown, not only to those 
attending the conferences, but to the public. 

The garments—dresses, suits and coats—were chosen 
from the current wholesale collections and included utility 
garments as well as some for export. The Council was 
assisted in its choice—and each garment illustrated some 
particular point of design—by three fashion trade journa- 
lists. This fashion parade was unusual for it is seldom that 
a collection is shown regardless of type of garment or firm. 
In addition to the parade, there were exhibits of the latest 
developments in textiles and examples of new foreign 
processes. 

For the conference on marketing and packaging packages 
were brought from America having been especially chosen 
to show the type of package America produces from materials 
which are available in the United Kingdom. Among these 
were the ‘‘ Hotcan”’ self-heating can, which enables the 
contents of the can to be heated without the assistance of 
external heat in about 12 minutes. Another package, 
which may prove useful in this country at a later date, is a 
carton stamped out of a single sheet of cardboard, folded 
and held in shape by interlocking tabs, designed to hold one 
dozen eggs in a convenient and safe container for the 
shopping basket. 


For the Retail Trade 


The other conferences for industrialists dealt with 
engineering and hardware (addressed by Mr. Dalton) and 
furniture and equipment for the home. For the retail 
trade, five conferences were held, including a Design Forum 
entitled Good Design—Good Business ; the others dealt with 
furniture and interiors, furnishing and dress textile design, 
hardware and display. 

Education authorities and teachers attended a conference 
on the place of design in a balanced education, and there 
was an introductory course on design for teachers. Local 
authorities discussed ‘‘ What shall we do with our streets ? ”’ 

Women’s organizations in Wales were represented by 
nearly 600 delegates at one of the largest meetings of the 
Week, a Housewives’ Open Forum, which gave housewives 
a long-sought opportunity of stating their views on design. 
At this meeting, as well as one arranged for the afternoon 
of Saturday, April 17, for Youth organizations, the 
programme included the showing of special films made by 
the Council of Industrial Design. 

Although the conferences were addressed by speakers 
eminent in their own field and concerned in one way or 
another with design, the audiences played their proper part 
by speeches and discussion from the floor. 

It is too soon to judge the effects of Design Week—Wales. 
But, so far, it can be said that the response and enthusiasm 
invoked in Wales for the Week, in the conferences, Design 
Fair and at the Civic Luncheon kindly given by the Cardiff 
Corporation to inaugurate the Week, exceeded the Council’s 
most hopeful expectations. 

The Council of Industrial Design believes that Design 
Weeks can bring its work to the attention of the many people 
concerned with design up and down the country in a way 
that no amount of effort centred on London could. Design 
Weeks take the work of the Council to the great industrial 
centres of the United Kingdom. They are planned for the 
locality and they will vary according to the character of 
the industrial region in which they are held. 

Design Weeks are among the most important part of the 
Council’s current work. They are a direct approach to the 
people who can influence design—manufacturers, retailers 
and consumers. With the co-operation of all three, not only 
can the design of goods at home be improved to the benefit of 
all, but designs for export will receive the attention they 
deserve and must be given. This will come about if each 
Design Week leaves behind it a solid core of enthusiasm for 
the ideas and purposes of good design. The Council of 
Industrial Design hopes to see established, sooner or later 
in every area visited by Design Fair, a local Design Centre 
which would become a permanent focus for design activities, 
and for the display of selected products of its local industries. 
At the same time it is hoped that branches of the Design and 
Industries Association will be founded or fortified in the 
wake of the Design Weeks. 

The Council of Industrial Design is looking towards its 
share in the staging of the 1951 Exhibition. The results of 
the present efforts to improve good design will then be 
shown to the world.

HE Development of Inventions Bill was introduced 
ir the House of Lords on Tuesday. 

The Bill provides for the establishment of the 
National Research Development Corporation and states its 
functions. These are :— 

To secure, in the public interest, the development or exploitation 
of inventions which result from research by Government and 
other organizations financed by public funds, and of any 
other invention which it appears to the Corporation is not 
being developed or exploited or sufficiently developed or 
exploited. 

To accept, acquire and hold rights in inventions, and new 
processes and techniques. and to grant or dispose of such 
rights for consideration or otherwise. 

The Corporation is empowered by the Bill to engage in 
any other activity necessary to fulfil its functions, including 
the carrying on, promoting, or facilitating, of any business. 

The Bill also provides that the members of the Corpora- 
tion shall be appointed by the Board of Trade and shall 
consist of a chairman, managing director, and a small 
number of other persons having specific qualifications. 
Details of the constitution of the Corporation are included 
in a schedule. The Corporation shall so operate as to secure 
as far as possible, taking one year with another, that the 
return from its activities shall be sufficient to meet the 
outgoings on Revenue account. 

The Corporation is required to comply with directions of a 
general character given by the Board of Trade, and to secure 
the approval of the Board of Trade for certain activities of 
the Corporation. The Corporation is required to inform the 
Board of Trade of its activities when requested, and to 
furnish annually a general report, a copy of which is to be 
laid before each House of Parliament. 


Any Government Department at whose request the Cor- 
poration shall carry out any project may, with the consent 
of the Treasury, make payments to the Corporation out of 
moneys provided by Parliament in respect of any losses 
incurred in carrying out the project (Clause 5). 

The Board of Trade, with the consent of the Treasury, 
may approve the temporary borrowing by the Corporation 
of up to £250,000, and may advance to the Corporation, 
within five years from its establishment, up to £5 million. 


The Bill also provides for the repayment of, and the 
paying of interest on, the advances made to the 
Corporation. Interest payments due within five years from 
the establishment of the Corporation may be waived. 


The Bill also requires that the Corporation shall establish 
a reserve, and provides for the keeping of accounts by the 
Corporation, for the appointment of auditors by the Board 
of Trade, and for the laying of the Corporation’s accounts 
and auditors’ reports before each House of Parliament. 

The requirement to lay reports before Parliament is 
subject to the power of the Board of Trade to ensure the 
exclusion of certain parts if the public interest so requires. 

The financial effect of the Bill is that :— 

A charge on the Consolidated Fund arises in respect 
of advances to the Corporation. These advances may 
be made within 5 years from the establishment of the 
Corporation, and may not at any one time exceed 
£5 million. Interest may be waived during the first 
5 years. 

Charges on Votes may arise in respect of payments 
made by Government Departments to the Corporation 
under Clause 5. 
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Steel Production Created 
New Record 


TEEL production in March was at the annual rate of 
15,117,000 tons, a new record in spite of the effect of the 
Easter holidays. This compares with a rate of 15,049,009 
tons in February, the previous record, and only 10,190,009 
tons in March, 1947, which was affected by the fuel crisis, 
Pig iron production showed a further improvement, 
reaching an annual rate of 9,303,000 tons in March compared 
with 9,169,000 tons in February and only 6,400,000 tons 
a year ago :—

Lead Metal Manufactures and 
Lead Compounds for Export 


A notice was included in the Board of Trade Journal of 
January 24, 1948 (page 183) inviting applications for 
licences to export a limited quantity of low-conversion 
manufactures of lead and lead compounds. Licences have 
been issued for lead compounds and for manufactures of 
lead, such as sheets, pipes, alloys, but not for pig lead, 
lead ingots or lead scrap, which were not within the permis 
sible range of lead metal exports. 

It has now been decided that a further limited allocation 
should be made for the second quarter of 1948. Exporters 
should note that applications for export licences to be 
considered against this allocation should reach the Export 
Licensing Branch not later than May 8, 1948. :

Germans May Now Apply for U.K. 


New Orders made under the Trading with the Enemy 
Act, 1939, carry a stage further the relaxation of Trading 
with the Enemy restrictions as they affect Germany. 

Although these restrictions in regard to Germany have 
already been relaxed to a limited extent by the issue of 
previous Orders, persons in Germany have hitherto been 
precluded from taking steps (in the United Kingdom) to 
apply for the grant of a patent or the registration of a trade 
mark or design. 

From April 8, 1948, transactions are permitted with 
persons in Germany in connection with the submission by 
them of such applications ; transactions in consequence of 
any such patents granted, or trade marks or designs 
registered, are also permitted. Money accruing as a result 
of suck transactions will not be subject to Board of Trade

or Custodian control. 

These Orders do not affect the position of German-owned 
patents, designs or trade marks granted or registered pro 
to the date of the Orders; these remain under Board of 
Trade and Custodian control.

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Questions Asked and Answered 
in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY APRIL 7 


Exports of Rails 

Asked why the Government had diverted to Russia rails 
purchased for export to other destinations, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. John Belcher, 
wid rails were an important factor in last year’s trade 
negotiations with Russia as a result of which we are now 
receiving valuable supplies of coarse grain. On this account 
there was a temporary suspension of releases of surplus 
nis by His Majesty’s Government last summer while 
negotiations were proceeding between the two Govern- 
nents, but releases against a number of export orders were 
later permitted, and he was not aware that any rails 
actually purchased for export to other destinations were 
diverted to Russia.

trade with Manchuria 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
sid that owing to the disturbed state of Manchuria it was 
not at present practicable to take special steps to develop 
trade with the United Kingdom. Some purchases of soya 
beans had been made, but for the reason given shipment 
was proving difficult. 


Trade Talks with Yugoslavia 

The President stated that tentative proposals for a short 
term agreement were submitted a month ago to the Yugo- 
sav Delegation, who referred them to their Government. 
His Majesty’s Government awaited their reply and until 
it was received it would be premature to make a statement 
on the course of the lengthy negotiations. He might say, 
however, that the Yugoslavs asked for guaranteed delivery 
dates over a very wide range of capital] equipment, and made 
ita condition of »ny long-term agreement that we should 
give such assurances for certain items of equipment within 
periods which were not practicable in view of the other 
demands on our capacity. We explained that we were not 
prepared to guarantee delivery dates for capital equipment 
and both sides accordingly agreed to discuss the possibilities 
ofa short-term agreement of limited scope. The matter 
now rested with the Yugoslav Government. 


Unoccupied Studio Space , 

The percentage of the stage space at British film studios 
suitable for the production of first-feature films which was 
aow unoccupied was about 10 per cent., it wasstated. This 
pace was distributed over three studios, one of which was 
partially in use.

Cotton Prices 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. John Belcher, said that recent changes in the price level 
of different varieties of raw cotton had widened the price 
difference between Egyptian cotton and other growths. 

might well affect the views of potential purchasers of 

British cotton goods made from Egyptian cotton, whether 
i America and Canada or elsewhere. It remained to be 
xen to what extent the increase in the price of goods made 
ftom Egyptian cotton relative to the price of goods made 
fom other growths of cotton would exercise a check upon 
the sale of those goods. 

Mr. Belcher added that the Raw Cotton Commission 
tad announced its readiness to allow spinners a measure of 
substitution of other Arowths, including American. 


British Film Studios 
Mr. Belcher said that according to his information the 
owners of the National Film Studios at Elstree were closing 
them down for the time being because no film producer 
tould be found at present to rent space there. Requisition- 
ig the studios would not make good this lack of a tenant. 
He did, however, now look forward to an early revival of 
confidence in this industry—among those responsible for 
lancing production as well as among British film producers 
~as a result of the Government’s recent Agreement with 
motion picture industry of America. That Agreement 
dispelled the prospect of British cinemas closing down 


for want of American films to show—a factor which had of 
recent months been causing widespread unsettlement in the 
studios. 


Clothing Coupons for Demobilised Men 

Mr. Belcher stated that he regretted that the clothing 
situation did not enable him to sanction any further issue 
of additional demobilisation coupons for the present. 


Imports of Reading Matter 

Asked what action he was taking in the interests of the 
reading public, and publishers in the Dominions, including 
Hire, to secure some mitigation of our non-discrimination 
obligations to the United States, and Canada, Mr. Belcher 
replied that the Government had prominently in mind 
certain difficulties arising from the general non-discrimina- 
tion obligations to which the questioner referred, and 
hoped that an opportunity would soon arise to seek some 
further clarification of these principles as they applied to 
current operations. 


Imports of Timber for Building Industry 

The amount of timber available for the building industry 
must depend on the total supplies of timber obtainable 
from all sources, of which timber covered by appropriations 
from Marshall Aid could only be a part, it was stated. 
The amount of timber to be imported from the Western 
Hemisphere during the early months of the European 
Recovery Programme was at present being examined by 
His Majesty’s Government and the United States authori- 
ties, and until this examination was completed it was 
impossible to say what the supplies would be. 


European Recovery Programme 

Asked whether he was aware that the Administrator of 
the: European Recovery Programme was obliged to refuse 
delivery to participating countries of any commodities 
which went into production for re-delivery to any non- 
participating European country; and if His Majesty’s 
Government was satisfied that the present Anglo-Soviet 
Trade Agreement, and trade agreements now under 
negotiation would not be placed in jeopardy asa consequence, 
Mr. Belcher replied that he was aware of the provision in the 
Economic Co-operation Act which the speaker had in mind. 
Its bearing on United Kingdom trade agreements with 
other countries was a matter on which it would be necessary 
to seek clarification in discussion with the Administrator. 


Production of Witherite 

There was no statutory control of witherite, it was stated, 
although the two producers of this material normally 
consulted the Board of Trade about the distribution of their 
output. Deliveries of witherite to consumers would 
probably be less in the current quarter than in recent 
months, but output was being maintained, and the oppor- 
tunity taken to build up stocks. 


Cloth for Women’s Wear 

Asked to what extent it was estimated that the supply of 
more cloth to meet the new fashion in women’s clothing had 
restricted the supply of other garments, Mr. Belcher 
replied that supplies of cloth to women’s wear manufac- 
turers had not been increased ; on the contrary, yarn rations 
for the manufacture of wool cloth suitable only for women’s 
outerwear had been reduced with a view to correcting the 
lack of balance between the output of men’s and women’s 
clothing. 
Tree Felling 

The President said that the Board of Trade, which was 
responsible for the control of tree felling, kept in close 
touch with the Forestry Commission and the Ministry of 
Town and Country Planning on matters of common interest. 
All applications to fell in excess of 25,000 cubic feet were 
referred to the Forestry Commission for approval before a 
licence was issued ; and areas covered by Tree Preservation 
Orders were notified to the Timber Control by the Ministry 
of Town and Country Planning. 


Imports of Osseine and Edible Gelatine 

Imports from Belgium of osseine and edible gelatine 
during the three months ended February 1948 amounted to 
236 tons and 280 tons respectively it was stated. Technica] 
gelatine was not separately distinguished in the trade returns 
but imports of technical gelatine together with glue and 
size, during the same period, amounted to 65 tons. 
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Standard Specifications Applied to 
Industry in Eire

Dublin, which was set up in October of 1946 under the 
provisions of the Industrial Research and Standards 
Act, 1946, is the national standardizing organization in 
Eire. The prescribed functions of the Institute are, inter 
alia, to make recommendations to the Minister as to the 
formulation of standard specifications for commodities, 


Tou Institute for Industrial Research and Standards, 


processes and practices and the provision and use of 


standard marks for commodities, processes and practices 
which conform to standard specifications. 

Prior to the establishment of the Institute for Industrial 
Research and Standards, the Building Research Committee, 
which was appointed in December 1944 by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, had dealt with the preparation of 
standard specifications for building materials. The work 
of this Committee is now carried on by the Institute. 

The Institute for Industrial Research and Standards 
consists of (a) the Council of the Institute, (b) the Industrial 
Research Committee, (c) the Standards Committee, and (d) 
the Director of Industrial Research and Standards. The 
Standards Committee, which consists of seven members, 
exercises the Institute’s functions in regard to standard 
specifications. It formulates for the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce specifications for such commodities, pro- 
cesses and practices as the Minister requests from time to 
time. The Minister may by Order under the Act declare 
such specifications to be standard specifications for the 
commodities, processes or practices to which they relate. 

The subjects for specifications to which the Institute 
has already devoted attention are listed below :— 
Portland cement. 

Concrete roofing tiles. 

Concrete cylindrical pipes. 

Natural aggregates for concrete. 
Asbestos-cement slates and sheets. 
Hydrated lime for building purposes. 
Galvanized mild steel cisterns and cylinders for domestic water supply. 
Paints and varnishes. 

Tungsten filament electric lamps. 
Turpentine, white spirit and linseed oil for paints. 
Liquid driers for paint. 

Knotting. 

Gold size. 

School paper stationery. 

Building plasters. 

Bed sheets of cotton. 

Pre-cast concrete blocks. 

Woollen blankets. 

Electrical plugs and socket-outlets. 
Homespun cloth. 

Woven cloth. 

Road and quarry tools. 

Test sieves. 

Men’s heavy boots. 

Draft specifications for a number of the above subjects 
have been circulated for technical comment and some of 
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them have been prepared in their final form for submissigy 
to the Minister so that they may be declared standarj 
specifications under the Act. 

False representation that a commodity, process or practig 
conforms to a standard specification is declared an offeng 
under the Act and offenders are liable to prosecution, 
Provision is made in the Act for standard marks in cop 
nection with standard specifications. The Minister j 
empowered to prescribe a mark for use in connection with 
the specified commodity, process or practice to indicate 
that it conforms to a particular standard specification, 
Such marks are the property of the Minister and are trade 
marks for the purpose of the Merchandise Marks Acts, 
1887 and 1931. 

The use of a standard mark in connection with a commod: 
ity, process or practice which does not conform to the 
relevant Standard Specification is a false trade description 
within the meaning of the Merchandise Marks Acts. The 
Minister may grant a person a licence to use a standard mark 
in connection with any commodity, process or practice for 
which there is a standard specification. He may attach 
conditions to such licences and he may revoke the licences, 
The use of a standard mark otherwise than in accordance 
with a licence, or the false representation that a person is 
entitled to use a standard mark, are declared offences in 
the Act and are subject to penalties. 

The Act also provides for the keeping by the Minister of 
a. Register of Standard Specifications and a Register of 
Standard Marks. The Minister is empowered to procure 
the registration of a standard mark abroad. 


Drafting Committee 


The procedure adopted by the Standards Committee of 
the Institute in its work in the formulation of specifications 
requested by the Minister is to set up a drafting committee 
to deal with each type of subject. It is considered import 
ant to have adequate representation of the consumer 
interest on these committees. This is not always easy to 
secure. In the choice of representatives of the manv 
facturing interest the Committee endeavours to obtain the 
services of acknowledged technical experts. Draft 
specifications prepared by these committees are considered 
by the Standards Committee and circulated for comment. 
In the circulation of drafts care is taken to ensure that all 
persons or organizations likely to be interested in the 
proposed specification are given an opportunity to express 
their views on the text of the draft specification. Comments 
received on drafts are examined in detail by the drafting 
committee concerned and, if necessary, a revised draft is 
circulated for comment. When the specification is finally 
approved by the Standards Committee, it is submitted to 
the Minister with a recommendation that it be declared 4 
standard specification. 

In preparing a draft specification, the Institute considers 
the terms of standard specifications issued in other countries 
for the subject of the required draft.

This uniformity is sought consistent with the national 
requirements and, where an existing standard is found 
suitable for the Institute’s purposes, it is adopted without 
change. 

The Institute has made arrangements for the exchange 
of information, publications, and draft specifications with 
the British Standards Institution, and with a number of 
other national standardizing organizations. The recom 
mendations of the British Commonwealth Standards 
Conference, which was held in London in 1946, have beet 
examined and approved by the Institute. Dee

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OVERSEA TRADE SECTION 
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How Rousdorean Exchange and Import 


Control Affects U.K. Exports 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by His Majesty’s Minister at 
Quito and should be regarded as supplementary to the article on ‘‘ Trade Conditions in Ecuador,’ 


published in the Journal of May 3, 1947, pages 727-8. 


The Export Promotion Department, Thames 


House North, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any queries arising out of this article. 


OLLOWING a period of prosperity during the war 

when Ecuador’s exports considerably exceeded her 

imports, the post-war period found her with an in- 
measing adverse balance of trade due to the amount of 
oders placed abroad for goods which had not been 
obtainable during the war. 

During the first five months of 1947 a steep increase 
tok place in the number of import permits issued as the 
vsult of undue optimism in regard to the market prospects 
for rice which, in 1946, accounted for 50 per cent. of 
Reuadorean exports. The situation in 1947 became so 
gtious that the Ecuadorean Government, acting with the 
advice of a mission composed of representatives of the 
International Monetary Fund and the United States 
Federal Reserve Board, introduced legislation designed to 
rlieve the situation. 

The Emergency Law and Regulations concerning Inter- 
tational Exchange, dated June 15, 1947, a copy of which is 
available in the Export Promotion Department of the 
Board of Trade, dealt with exchange regulation generally ; 
diminated the Black Market by legalizing a free market ; 
and instituted a new regime of selected imports, with the 
object of checking inflation and stabilizing currency and 
foreign exchange. Only those aspects relating to imports 
vill be dealt with in this article. 


Control of Imports 


The system of individual quotas was replaced by one 
of unrestricted liberty to import certain goods divided into 
three categories, viz.:— 

list A, comprising goods regarded as essential: raw 
naterials and fuel for industry, capital goods and transport 
materials and essential consumer goods. 

list B, comprising articles not considered indispensable, 
but nevertheless necessary, such as paints, certain chemicals, 
netal manufactures for domestic use, etc. 

list C, comprising luxury goods such as certain liquors, 
cosmetics, gramophone records, sauces, etc. 

The importation of any goods not covered by the above 
lists is prohibited. Full details of the goods covered may 
be obtained from the Export Promotion Department of 
the Board of Trade. 


Foreign Exchange Allocations 


The rates of exchange and surcharges applicable to 
imports are as follows :— 

list A. The official rate of 13-50 sucres per $U.S. 
plus 1-54 sucres in respect of surcharges and taxes in 
connection with the issue of the import permit. 

_ List B. The same as for List A, plus a monetary stabil- 
uation surtax of 5 sucres per $U.S. 

list C. The Free Market rate of exchange, plus a 
honetary stabilization surtax of 5 sucres per $U.S. 
and 1-54 sucres in respect of surcharges and taxes in 
tonnection with the issue of the import permit. 


Imports Procedure 


The Central Bank is obliged to issue, without limitation, 
all permits applied for in respect of importation of goods 
ecified in Lists A, B and ©. The Bank is also obliged to 
ell at the official rates, without limitation, foreign exchange 
‘quired for imports under Lists A and B. As regards 
list © goods, payment must be made with foreign exchange 
tbtained in the open market and deposited with the Central 

k prior to obtaining the relevant permit. 
Applications for import permits are presented to the 
tral Bank accompanied by a copy of the order which 
nust show : 

(a) The name of the importer and shipper. 

(b) The class of merchandise, the quantity, weight and 
measurements, and 


(c) The F.O.B. or C.I.F. value of the goods. 

The Central Bank must notify the applicant within 
three days of the acceptance of the application and the 
permit is issued as soon as the taxes and surcharges have 
been paid. 

Import permits are issued in quintuplicate. Three 
copies are handed to the applicant who should forward the 
original to the shipper for presentation to an Ecuadorean 
Consul for the necessary certification. The second copy 
is used to obtain foreign exchange from the Central Bank 
on arrival of the shipment, and the third copy for clearing 
the shipment through the Customs. 

Import permits are valid for 120 days for shipments from 
the American Continent and for 180 days for shipments 
from other continents. Nevertheless, in the case of mach- 
inery or accessories which are to be manufactured to order, 
the Central Bank may extend the validity of the permit for 
a@ period not exceeding two years. 

The goods covered by an import permit must be shipped 
during the validity of such permit. Should, however, this 
period be insufficient and the importer produces evidence 
before the permit lapses that the goods will be eventually 
shipped, the Central Bank may extend the validity of the 
permit for an additional period of 60 days. In cases of 
emergency or force majeure, the Central Bank may grant 
extensions while such emergency lasts. Should an importer 
fail to notify the Central Bank within 45 days after the 
permit has lapsed that the permit has not been utilized 
and the goods have not been shipped, he will have no right 
to claim a refund of the taxes or surcharges paid by him in 
obtaining the permit. 

On arrival of a shipment or of the shipping documents 
within the period of validity of the permit, application to 
the Central Bank for the required foreign exchange is made 
in the following manner :— 

(a) Cash against documents. The collecting bank or 
importer presents to the Central Bank an application with 
all relevant shipping documents and evidence of having 
deposited the requisite amount in sucres. The Bank then 
issues the required foreign exchange and will authorize 
the Customs to clear the goods. 

(b) Payment on credit terms. The collecting bank or 
importer registers the terms of payment with the Central 
Bank whereupon authority is given to the Customs to clear 
the goods. When payment falls due, the collecting bank 
or importer will obtain the necessary foreign exchange on 
payment of the equivalent in sucres. 

(c) Confirmed Credits or payment in advance. The 
Central Bank authorizes the eventual clearance of the goods, 
on production of evidence that payment has been guaranteed 
or effected. The Central Bank will supply exchange in 
advance for these purposes provided the importer deposits 
the total equivalent in local currency, and in addition gives 
a bank guarantee or makes a deposit in cash for a sum 
sufficient to cover a fine of 30 per cent. of the foreign 
exchange advanced, which will be imposed if the goods are 
not shipped within the period of validity of the permit. 
If, however, the importer produces evidence within 45 days 
after the permit has lapsed that the shipment was not 
effected for reasons beyond his control, and if he refunds 
the corresponding foreign exchange, the fine will not be 
inflicted. In any case the Bank charges a commission of 
8 per cent. for opening an irrevocable letter of credit. 


Banking, Regulations 


The following notes on the working of the regulations are 
based on the experience of one of the leading Ecuadorean 
collecting banks. 

An importer discharges his obligation to the foreign 
exporter as soon as the sucre deposit (or foreign exchange

Farmers’ Fairs in the Prairie Provinces 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by Mr. W. G. Coventry, the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner at Winnipeg, to whom any questions arising will be transmitted by the Export 
Promotion Department, Thames House North, Millbank, London, S.W.1. 


offer the one great opportunity for manufacturers of 

farm machinery and of consumer goods suitable to the 
fuming community to bring their products to the attention 
of the Prairie farmers. The farmer himself has little time 
to visit the large towns of the Prairies which are the main 
gurce of distribution for such goods ; therefore it is at these 
gamer Fairs that he takes note of the name of manufac- 
turers of goods which he may require at a later date. 

The heart of Canada, from the Head of the Great Lakes to 
the Rocky Mountains, covers a distance of nearly 2,000 
niles, in which live nearly two and one-half million people, 
whose chief occupation is farming. From the head of the 
Great Lakes, eastward, there is a barren stretch of nearly 
500 miles of sparsely inhabited land before the great 
industrial cities of the East are reached. In the West lies 
nature's geographical barrier, the Rocky Mountains, coming 
up out of the United States and stretching far north into the 
Arctic Cirele. To the South is the United States and the 
North is bounded by the North-West Territories. The 
heart of Canada, to some extent, represents an Island within 
the great North American Continent. 

From the beginning of November until the end of the 
following March the country is icebound. Rivers freeze 
over and the ground itself becomes so frozen that it is 
impossible from then until the beginning of April for farmers 
todo much outdoor work. With the advent of the longer 
day and the stronger sun in the spring, the ground thaws 
out and farmers go to work to plough and sow. This work 
isusually completed by the end of June and for a month or 
six weeks the farmer has time to look around. It is during 
this time of the year, principally in the month of July, that 
the farmers attend their local Fairs. 


Tor summer Fairs of the Prairie Provinces of Canada 


Scope of Fairs 


These Fairs of the Prairie Provinces differ from the usual 
mn of Fairs in the British Isles. They are a combination of 
acattle fair, horse racing (usually harness racing), exhibi- 
tions of livestock of all kinds, of home preserves, and displays 
of farm machinery and articles which the farmer needs in 
his daily work. In addition to this, at many of the more 
important Fairs, permanent buildings have been erected to 
house displays of consumer goods. In these buildings space 
isoccupied by manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers, who 
lisplay goods likely to appeal to the farming community. 
Demonstrators are on hand to discuss and show the merits 
oftheir products and many orders are taken at these Fairs 
for subsequent delivery. There are also the usual Fair 
herry-go-rounds and side shows. 

These Fairs last from two to six days each and attract a 
laily attendance likely to vary widely from 6,000 to 50,000 
people. The Fairs are divided into three classes. The 
largest type is known as a ‘‘ Class A” Fair and is found in 
thelargest cities such as Port Arthur-Fort William, Brandon, 
Calgary, Edmonton, Saskatoon and Regina. Outstanding 
“Class B”’ Fairs are held at Moose Jaw, Portage la Prairie, 
Yorkton, North Battleford, and Prince Albert. Although 
there are several more ‘‘ Class B”’ Fairs, they are not so 
lage in their attendance as those mentioned, and to a very 
lage extent have little that is different to offer from the 
many other Fairs which are too small to be classified as 
tither ‘Class A’’ or ‘‘ Class B”; and yet each of the 
maller Fairs attracts some 15,000 to 20,000 people during 
ts two or three days of existence. 


Opportunity for U.K. Firms 


In 1947 one Canadian agent representing several British 
fims took a stand at the Brandon Fair, and, although he 
only a small display, was amply rewarded by the number 
oforders he took for United Kingdom automobiles, bicycles, 
‘wn mowers and hardware, orders resulting solely from the 
display of these goods which appealed strongly to the 
Ing population. 
_ United Kingdom manufacturers who will take an interest 
M these summer Fairs will undoubtedly receive the full 
“operation of their local representative in setting up an 
ittractive display which will not only benefit materially the 
Manufacturer and his agent but will say to the farmer of the 


Prairie Provinces ‘‘ here are the goods which Britain has to 
offer you in payment for your farm produce.” 


If United Kingdom manufacturers will use these summer 
Fairs to display their goods to the Canadian farmers, the 
latter may be relied upon to order United Kingdom goods 
wherever possible, as one means of increasing the United 
Kingdom market for Canadian produce. United Kingdom 
firms can materially contribute to this result by strengthen- 
ing their representation in the Prairie Provinces and by 
allotting to that area a fair proportion of any goods which 
are in short supply.

Control of Imports and Exports. Import Licences: H.M. 
Ambassador at Rio de Janeiro reports, by telegraph, that 
the decree and regulations implementing Law No. 262 
of February 23, 1948 (see Board of Trade Journal for 
March 13, 1948, page 552), were published in the Diario 
Oficial on April 6, 1948. 

The decree states that imports for which exchange 
bad been closed by April 6, as well as goods actually 
shipped up to thirty days after April 6, are exempt from 
the necessity for a previous licence provided they were 
not subject to any import restriction prior to the publica- 
tin of this decree. If goods which were subject to prior 
lence are shipped in contravention of this decree they 
will be treated as contraband. 

The following articles only will be exempted from import 
licence formalities: cement, pharmaceutical products, 
gsential foodstuffs such as sugar, rice, garlic, poultry, 
gts, lard, potatoes, fresh and preserved meat, onions, 
barley, manioc flour, beans, fresh vegetables, butter, 
maize, eggs, cheese, bacon, wheat and vinegar prepared 
fom wine, also all imports on Government account and 
fr Diplomatic Missions, commercial samples of small 
value and exhibits for the International Commerce and 
Industry Exhibition at Quitandinha, near Rio de Janeiro.

(2) BLoop, DRIED—BLoopD ALBUMEN. A product made 
of blood which has been mixed with less than 1 per 
centum of a preservative chemical, screened to 
remove fibrin and impurities, substantially dehy- 
drated by boiling under high vacuum, and spray 
dried, which contains both the red and the white 
corpuscles and is not a residue from the extraction 
of light blood albumen, is duty-free under paragraph 
1625 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


Australia 

Straw Packing—Quarantine Requirements : The atten- 
tion of exporters is drawn to Regulation 69 of the Australian 
Quarantine Regulations which provides that all shipments 
fom the United Kingdom packed in straw or other un- 
processed vegetable packing must be covered by a Certificate 
& to disinfection, viz. a statutory declaration of the form 
of treatment by the exporter, endorsed by the Authorized 
Officer of the British Ministry of Agriculture.

Yugoslav Directorate for 


International Forwarding 


Under a Decree published on January 7, 1948, any 
business in connection with international forwarding, 
either export, import or transit and with transit ware- 
houses on the territory of the Federal Peoples Republic 
of Yugoslavia may be conducted only by Yugoslav State 
Enterprises for International Forwarding (i.e., ‘‘Transjug ’’) 
which are under the control of the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade (Directorate-General for International Forwarding). 
All Yugoslav importing and exporting enterprises or firms 
must co-ordinate with the Directorate-General and with 
their local ‘‘ Transjug”’ branches, to ensure that the 
handling of all goods destined for import and export insofar 
as it is the responsibility of the Yugoslav contracting party, 
is carried on only by ‘‘ Transjug ’’ or with their concurrence. 
Under the Decree it is incumbent on Yugoslav importers, 
by the insertion of appropriate clauses in their contracts, 
to oblige foreign exporters to co-operate in the carrying out 
of these arrangements.

Severe Test for Scottish 
Exhibit at B.I.F. 


RUG is being shown in the Furniture, Bedding and 
Carpets Section of the B.I.F. this year which the 
makers in Scotland claim will not wear out. 

Experiments to date have shown that a rug used for 
exhibition purposes received the exacting test of over 
8,000 people walking over it during twelve days. At 
the end of this time the rug still did not show any appreciable 
signs of wear and tear, and after dry cleaning looked 
almost new again. Other rugs placed in exposed positions 
have shown similar results. 

This new method in rug-making produces on a strong 
backing of cotton or jute a tufted rug with an especially 
long pile. The wool used is pure black-faced Scotch wool, 
which has always held a high place in industry for its 
quality and durability. The rugs are produced in a number 
of different colours which are guaranteed fast against 
light and sun. Ten different colours are at present being 
manufactured, from light pastel shades to deep substantial 
tones. There are the soft shades of pink and blue which 
would give a soothing effect to any bedroom or nursery, 
or the more solid colours such as sage, fawn, rust or nigger, 
which could fit in any lounge or dining room. 

Not least among the attractiveness of these rugs is the 
rare design effect. Here again, the tastes of the individual 
are catered for and in some a sharp contrasting tone 
throws the ground colours into marked relief. 

The furniture, bedding and carpet exhibits will be located 
on the first floor at Earls Court. 


Exhibition of British Carpets 


All the carpet manufacturers of Great Britain have 
been invited to take part in an exhibition sponsored by 
the Carpet Manufacturers’ Executive Committee with 
the artistic direction of the British Colour Council. It 
will be held at the Royal Horticultural Hall, London, 
from May 12 to 28. 

There will be no selling; this is a prestige display 
intended to show the public, and buyers from overseas, 
the high standard achieved by the British carpet industry 
in colour design and quality. That something of this is 
already appreciated abroad is evidenced by the fact that 
the industry is exporting at a rate of £10-5 millions a year, 
half of it to hard-currency countries. 

Each of the 40 participating firms has been asked to 
submit five carpets of its choice, and from these a selection 
has been made for the display, which will occupy an area 
of 20,000 square feet. Plain coloured carpets will be spread 
on the main floor, surrounded by patterned varieties. 
In bays will be shown carpets designed for hotels, cinemas 
and theatres, and carpets used in connection with land, 
sea and air transport. There will be a section to illustrate 
designs of earlier years, and four bays will be devoted to 
carpets especially suitable for different export markets. 

The Exhibition of British carpets will be open to trade 
buyers each day from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m.
